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OF QUITMAN, DIES 
AT LANGLEY FIELD 


With Companion, Geor- 
gian Is Instantly Killed 
When Plane Hits Tree 
‘and Bomb Explodes. 


BOWEN WAS VETERAN 
OF WAR-TIME FLYING 


Body Will Be Brought 
to Georgia Home, With 
Military Escort, for 
Burial. 


Hampton, Va. June 7.—Flying 
Cadets Noel R. Thompson and C., A. 
Bowen were killed instantly at 
Langley field this afternoon when a 
de Haviland 4-B plane in which 
they were making a bombing flight 
struck a tree top and became ig- 
nited. Three of four bombs being 
carried In the carriage were deto- 
nated and blew the machine to bits, 
burning and terribly mutilating the 
bodies of the two aviators. 

Pieces of the plane were thrown 
long distances by the first explo- 
sion which occurred about a minute 
after the machine took a straight 
drive into an oak tree which stands 
on the edge of the flying field. Ef- 
forts had been made by Cadet 
Thompson, pilot, to extricate his 
machine from the tree even after 
flames had broken out by the en- 
gine. Ambulances were hurried to 
the scene which arrived after both 
cadets were dead. 

Cadet Thompson, whose home {is 
in Jacksonville, Ill, and Cadet 
Bowen, of Quitman, Ga., had come 
to Langley Field only a few weeks 
ago from Kelly Field, Texas. They 
were considered safe pilote and had 
been participating since their ar- 
rival in preparations for army, navy 
bombing experiments to be con- 
ducted later this month. Neither 
of the cadets had been in charge of 
any of the larger bombing types 
of planes, and on the flight which 
resulted in their deaths they car- 
ried small bombs containing gun 
powder for light larger work. 

Immediately after the accident, 
Colonel William H. Hensley, com- 
manding officer at the flying sta- 
tion, ordered a complete investiga- 
tion of the cause, and named a spe- 
cial board of officers to conduct it. 
Pending the board’s report no offi- 
cial comment is offered. 

Bodies of the dead cadets, who 
would have been placed on the of- 
ficers’ reserve list upon completion 
of their training course, were turn- 


ed over to a local undertaker to 
be prepared for shipment to their 
homes. 


Quitman, Ga., June 7.—(Special.) 
Charles A. Bowen, army aviator, 
the son of Mrs. R. S. Bowen, of 
Quitman, was instantly killed by 
a fall at Langley field, ‘Virginia, 
his mother was this afternoon in- 
formed in a telegram from the fly- 
ing field. 

He had been in the aviation de- 
partment of the army for _ four 
years. He went across with the 
first American aero squadron and 
saw service in Germany and France 
through the war. Until recently, 
he was stationed at Kelly field, in 
Texas but a few weeks ago was 
transferred to the Langley field to 
participate in the joint army and 
navy maneuvers in which the 
throwing of bombs on battleships 
was being tried out. 

Bowen was twenty six years of 
age and is survived by his mother 
and three brothers and a _ sister, 
the latter having graduted with 
first honors here last week. The 
body will be brought to Quitman 
with military escort and interred 


here.

FOREX SOLDIERS 


Government Planning to 
Purchase Big Tract and 
Colonize Former Voca- 
tional Students. 


Announcement was made Monday 
that the United States government 
is now considering Georgia as a 
Suitable place in which to secure 
a tract of land ranging in size from 
500 to 2,000 acres to be subdivided 
into small farms and sold on easy 
payments to former soldiers who 
have undergone vocational training. 
Dr. W. J. Quick, special agent of 
the government, and M. Bryson, dis- 
trict officer in charge pf vocational) 
training work, put the proposition 
before the Atlanta chamber of com- 
merce, and the chamber will ap- 
point a committee to receive offers 
from land owners anywhere in 
Geo -gia. 

Mr. Quick stated that the Purpose 
of the plan was two-fold: first, to 
colonize veterans of the world war, 
and second, to assist them in gain- 
ing a fresh start. The government 
will aid the men in many ways by 
furnishing them with expert ad- 
vice, medical attention, and by giv- 
ing them trucks, tractors and other 
farm implements. 

Such colonies have already 
established in several states, 
plan in each case having been pro- 
ductive of the best results. The 
idea of those promoting the project 
is to have some fifty or more farms 
established on one large tract, 


rather than the scattering here and 
there of small tracts throughout 
the state. 

Any one having such a tract Is 
invited to get in touch With the 
chamber of commerce. The land 
should be near a railroad and close 
to a good highway. It ‘was pointed 
Out that thousands of former sol- 
diers are at present undergoing a 
course Of agricultural training and 
are eager to become owners of 
farms. During the period of re- 
habilitation, these men are paid from 
$100 to $135 per month by the gov- 
ernment. Many are saving) this 
money for the purpose of buying 
land. 

With the ald and encouragement 
of the national government in their 
Plans, it is thought*the establish- 
ment of such a project offering 
them the chance they have long 
sought to become farm owners will 
be eagerly taken advantage of by 
ex-eoldiers throughout the state. 
The farms will be bought by in- 
dividual farmers, and it was esti- 
mated that an easy payment plan 
will be devised whereby those de- 
siring to buy can do so by paying 
one-fifth in cash and the remainder 
in installments.

Business conditions in Atlamta 
are better than those in fifty of 
the largest cities in the country, 


with cne exception, according to 
comparative postal receipts,. the 
figures showing -that Atlanta re- 
ceipts for May this year increased 
over those of May last year 0.94 
per cent whil@ in the other cities 
an average decrease of 1.42 per 
cent was shown. The figures were 
mdae public Tuesday afternoon by 
Postmaster George C. Rogers. Post- 
al receipts are considered in com- 
mercial circles as good barometers 
of business conditions and the fact 
that Atlanta’s receipts showed in- 
creases while those in virtually all 
of the large cities in the country 
showed decreases is taken as an iIn- 
dication that general business nere 
in much better than in the other 
cities. 

Only two other cities in the south 
besides Atlanta showed increases 
for May this year over May last 
year, these being Richmond, with 
an increase of 9.88 per cent and 
Memphis with an increase of 0.89 
per cent.

Resolutions Are Passed

BAN ON AUTO RIDES

Concurrence of Colleges, 
Fraternities and Clubs

Aroused by reports of occurrences 
at recent dances given for the 
young social set, more than four 
hundred representative men and 
women, at a meeting held Tuesday 
afternoon at the Atlanta Woman’s 
club, passed resolutions designed to 
put an end to the all-night dance, 
to stop the practice of liquor drink- 
ing at entertainments, and to bar 
automobile rides in the early morn- 
ing hours. 

A sensational feature of the meet- 
ing was the statement that boot- 
leggers of the city have grown so 
bold in their actions that they have 
been stopping the cars of young 
men on their way to entertainments 
to offer whisky for sale, and: that 
the Pan Hellenic societies of. Geor- 
gia Tech have hired detectives to 
bar liquor dealers from the grounds 
at the places where their dances are 
being held. 4 

Representatives of colleges, fra- 
ternities, clubs and dance halls were 
present, and unanimously promised 
their co-operation in the efforts of 
the mothers to see to it that their 
sons and daughters get home at a 
reasonable hour, and that no intox- 
cated persons be allowed upon the 
ballroom floor. 

Mayor Key promised the co-oper- 
ation of the city, heartily commend- 
ed the movement, but warned those 
present that the chief responsibil- 
ity ‘rested upon the parents, and not 
upon the officers of the law. 


Pian of Action. 

The following plan of action, 
stated in resolutions, was agreed 
upon.

REORGANIZATION PLAN 
WILL NOT BE KILLED 


Men Who Enter Next 
Primaries Will Be Put 
on Record as to Position 
They Will Take. 


A declaration By Mayor Key before 
the opening session of the South- 
eastern Shoe Retailers’ convention, 
which city hall politicians assert is 
tantamount to an announcement 
that he will veto the findings of 
council’s special committee even if 
adopted by council, which recom- 
mended reorganization of the po- 
lice department, yesterday changed 
the aspect of tke police situation. 

In this declamation the police of- 
fiers involved see a definite assur- 
ance that they will hold their jobs, 
despite the fact that three grand 
juries have declared them either in- 
competént or venal and a special 
committee right from. city hall, 
where they are supposed to be po- 
litically entrenched, made findings 
even more drastic than those of the 
grand jurors. 

The -position is taken that after 
all, the jobs and the contro] of the 
police department are the things at 
stake and that if both are retained 
by virtue of the executive’s power, 
a practical—if not a moral+-victory 
has been scored. 

Rely on Mayor’s Veto. 

These conditions prevailing, the 
police are not disposed to make any 
vigorous fight to keep council from 
ratifying the committee report— 
should there be any hope of their 
achieving this end. They are firm 
in the assurance of the mayor's veto 
and they are likewise assured that 
two-thirds of council cannot be mus- 
tered to vote to override the veto 
of the executive. 

Wherefore, as Chief Beavers ex- 
pressed it, “we will continue to op- 
erate the police department to the 
best of our ability as we have in the 
past.” 

There were ample assurances, 
though, that the police reorganiza- 
tion plan would not die from the 
stroke of the mayor’s yeto. Within 
three or four months primaries will 
be held in every ward and it is now 
planned to put every candidate for 
alderman and councilman on record 
before the primaries as to whether 
or not he favors police reorganiza- 
tion along the lines suggested by 
council’s special committee, and 
called for by three grand juries. 

Political Buncoers. 

The mayor’s declaration was to 
the effect that Floyd Woodward's 
bunco band was not the only organ- 
ization of bunco artists operating 
in Atlanta. He intimated that the 
other band of buncoers he referred 
to had politics ag their objective. 
“And I’m going to see that the peo- 
ple of Atlanta don’t suffer through 
their operations,” he asserted. 

No intimation was given Tuesday 
that the board of police commission- 
ers would take any Official cogni- 
zance of the report of the special 
committee until after it had been

formally put up to that body by 
council. In view of the fact that 
the mayor’s veto would stop the rec- 
ommendations before they leave 
council, the board would remain in 
official ignorance of the findings if 
they do not go officially to it. 


Mayor’s Statement, 


“We've had a lot of bunco around 
Atlanta,” the mayor told the Séuth- 
ern Shoe Retailers’ association at 
its meeting Tuesday. “I guess 
you've read a fot about it. ©-They 
say that the chief of police is a fine, 
upright Christian gentleman, but 
that he’s incompetent and should be 
removed. I want to tell you that so 
long as I have anything to do with 
it, we are going to keep that fine, 
upright Christiaf# gentleman right 
where he is. That‘’s the way I feel 
about it, and there are not enough 
agencies between here and hell to 
make me change my mind. 

“I haven’t any sympathy with 
these indictments of the officers. 
There are bad conditions, but there 
always have been bad conditions, anda 
there always will be bad conditions, 
but we should indict and go after the 
criminals and let our people alone.

OBREGON RECOGNITION 


DEPENDS ON SIGNING 


If Present Administration 
Will Not Accept Treaty, | 
Will Wait Until Govern-— 

ment Comes Which Will.

Washington, June 7.—The United 

States government has proposed to 
the Mexican people that the two na- 
tions enter into a treaty of com- 
merce and amity such as will sta- 


bilize their relations and terminate 


the protracted period of mutual dis- 
trust. 

The treaty, now the subject of ne- 
gotiations between the two govern- 
ments, would embody assurances by 
Mexico to safeguard American prop- 
perty rights, establish a claims come 
mission to settle losses of life and 
property, provide for settlement of 
boundary matters and, finally, would 
include conventional stipulations as 
to commerce and reciprocal rights 
in both countries, 

In announcing f{ts advances, the 
state department made it clear it 
was talking to Mexico as a nation 


and not alone to the Obregon regime. 


The question of recognition should 
be subordinated, the administration, 
believes. It hopes for an immedi- 
ate restoration of cordial relations 
with Mexico and is willing to ne- 
gotiate the treaty in question with 
Opregon if he will abide by the pro- 
visions suggested. If Obregon re- 
fuses to accept the suggested terms 
this government will simply wait 
until there “is a government In Mex- 
ico willing to bind itself to the dis- 
charge of primary International ob- 
ligations.”’ 
The Stumbling Block. 


The whole difficulty in the path 
of a satisfactory settlement is em- 
braced in the Mexican constitution 
of 1917. This declared that subsur- 
face resources were the property of 
the nation. The nationalization 
Clause was aimed at the oil wealth 


_of the country and if applied retro- 
actively would be tantamount to con- 


fiscation of property acquired by 
Americans previous to 1917. That 
the laws permitted of such retroact- 
ive application was shown in the 
executive decreeg issued by the late 
President Carranza and supporting 
the policy of confiscation. 

The American state department 
looks at the Situation this way: 

1. If Mexico proposes to confiscate 
American property, this government 
will not stand by and permit it. 

2. If Mexico says the objectionable 
laws are not intended for confisca- 
tory application, this government be- 
lieves Mexico should enter into a 
solemn obligation as a condition to 
the re-establishment of friendly in- 
tercourse.

The state department announce- 
ment on the relations of the gov- 
ernments of the United States and 
Mexico, said: 

Text of Announcement. 


“The fundamental question 
which confronts the government 


of the United States in consid- 
ering its relations with Mexico 
is the eafeguarding of property 
right against confiscation. Mex- 
ico is free to adopt any policy 
which she pleases with respect 
to her public lands, but she is 
not free to destroy without 
compensation valid titles which 
have been obtained by Ameri- 
can citizens under Mexican laws. 
A confiscatory policy strikes not 
only at the interests of particu- 
lar individuals, but at the foun- 
dations of international] inter- 
course, for it is only on the 
basis of the security of prop- 
erty validly possessed under the 
laws existing at the time of its 
acquisition, that commercial 
transactions between the peo- 
ples of two countries and the 
conduct of activities in helpful 
co-operation are possible. 
“This question should not be 
confused with any matter of 
personalities or of the recogni- 
tion of any particular adminis- 
tration. Whenever Mexico is 
ready to give assurances that 
she will perform her fundamen-

“This question is vital because 
of the provisions inserted in the 
Mexican constitution promul- 
gated in 1917.

This 
would constitute an  interna- 
tional wrong of the gravest 
character and this government 
could not geubmit to its accom- 
Pplisnment. If it be said that 
this wrong is not intended, and 
that the constitution of Mexico 
of 1917 will not be construed to 
permit, or enforced so ag to ef- 
fect confiscation, then it is im- 
portant that this should be made 
clear by guarantees in proper 
form. The provisions of the 
constitution and the executive 
decrees which have been formu- 
lated with confiscatory pur- 
poses, make it obviously neces- 
sary that the purposes of Mex- 
ico should be _ definitely set 
forth. 

“Accordingly this government 
has proposed a treaty of amity 
and commerce with Mexico, in 
which Mexico will agree to 
safeguard the rights of proper- 
ty which attached before the 
constitution of 1917 wag-pro- 
mulgated. The question, it 
will be observed. is not one of 
a particular administration, but 
of the agreement of the nation 


in proper form which has be- 
come necessary as an interna- 
tional *matter because of the 
provisions of its domestic legis- 
lation. If Mexico does not con- 
template a confiscatory policy, 
the government of the United 
States can conceive of no possi; 
ble objection to the treaty.

publican national committee meet- 


ing. in Washingtom Wednesday wilt 
rearrange the scheme of selecting 
at republican na- 
tional conventions so as to make 
the party in the south largely a 
‘“‘white man’s party,” now seems as- 
sured, following a meeting Tuesday 
of the subcommittee for the reor- 
ganization of the republican party 
of the south. ? 

This subcommittee was appointed 


‘last June at the republican conven- 
‘tion held in Chicago following con- 


test after contest involving the 
seating of southern delegations in 
which embroilments, criminations 
and recriminations were freely em- 


ployed. 

Washington today is the Mecca of 
southern republican leaders of the 
various factions. Georgia, perhaps, 
is divided into more republican 
schisms than any other state in the 
union. Cc. P. Goree, Dr, F. H. Peck, 
Dr. H. E. Stockbridge, Thomas E. 
Scott, of Atlanta; Clark Greer, of 
Augusta, and Louis Phillip, 
Thomasville, were all here taking 
part in the meeting of the subcom- 
mittee Tuesday and awaiting the 
action of the national committee 
Wednesday. 

The present basis for republican 
representation at national conyen- 
tions is four from each state and 
two additional representatives from 
each congressional district. This 
gives a district in which there is 
only a small republican vote the 
same representation as a district 
which is strongly republican. To 
this situation the scheme 
which will have the largest amount 
of official support Wednesday starts 
out with four delegates ‘to each 
state. After that there {is a slid- 
ing scale of representation for each 
congressional district based on the 
number of republican votes cast in 
the last national election. 

To effectively make the party a 
“white man’s party,” a scheme, 
which is eaid to have President 
Harding’s indorsement, is scheduled 
for adoption. It 
the republican, like the democratic 
party, shall permit only those to 
vote in their primaries or conven- 
tions who are qualified for suffrage, 
under their respective state laws. 
While no mention is made of the 
question in this matter the

In Form of Substitute for 
Phipps Bill, Measure Is 
Really Amended Dow- 
ell Bill.

Washington, June 7.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—The roads 
committee of the house of repre- 
sentatives reported to the floor to- 
day, without a minority report, its 
proposed revision of the federal aid 
highway law: and for the purpose 
of parliamentary expedition substi- 
tuted it Dilk as an amendment to a 
bill, recently introduced by Senater 
Phipps providing paved roads 
through government reservations, 
and which has already passed the 
senate, thus sending the house com- 
mittee’s substitute bill to immediate 
conference upon its passage, to the 
exclusion of any road measure that 
the senate committee may report. 

The committee’s substitute today 
for the Phipps Dil] is in reality an 
amended edition of the much dis- 
cussed Dowell bill and holds the 
administration of federal aid road 
construction within the respective 
states, as well as providing for 
county seat roads as a supplement- 
ary part of an interstate system. 
The house substitute will very prob- 
ably be rushed through to passage 
under a suspension of rules early 
next week, and the coOmmittee’s 
adroit parliamentary move in mak- 
ing it a substitute amendment to 
all of a passed senate bill after the 
enacting clause, virtually’ side- 
tracks the senate committee’s hear- 
ing, in which the bill of Senator 
Townsend for a transcontinental 
System only is under consideration. 

The house measure, as favorably 
reported by unanimous vote today, 
leaves the apportionment of federal 
aid to the various states, and the 
application and disbursement of 
that aid through the respective state 
highway departments, as at pres- 
ent, and also keeps the federal road 
bureau as an adjunct to the United 
States department of agriculture. 

Important Amendment. 

One of the more important amend- 
ments to the existing law is a pro- 
vision that any state desiring to 
avail itself of the benefits of the 
act shall, not later than three years 
after the adjournment of the first 
regular session of the state legis- 
lature from and after the passage 
and approval of the act, provide 
state funds each year at least equal 
to the amount apportioned for such 
year by the federal government to 
said state for the construction of 
highways: “Provided further, that 
nothing herein shall be deemed to 
prevent any state from receiving 
such portion of said principal sum as 
is available under its existing con- 
stitution and laws, or to receive 
their proportionate share of each 


| year’s. appropriation under exist- 


ing constitution and laws until 
three years after the adjournment 
of the next regular session of the 
legislature from and after approval 
of this act.” | 

The original draft of the bill 
made this time limit “two years,” 
but Judge Larsen, of Georgia, a 
member of the committee, secured 
the three-year amendment so as to 
give Georgia ample time to pass 


the constitutional amendment nec- 
essary, there being at present a 


constitutional inhtbition against the 
state engaging by tax levy in inter- 
national improvements. 

As to the apportionment of the 
yearly federal aid appropriation the 
reported measure provides as fol- 
lows: 

Apportionment. 

That so much, not to exceed 3 
per centum, of the appropriation 
for any fiscal year made by or un- 
der this act as the secretary of 
agriculture may estimate to be nec- 
essary for administering the pro- 
visions of: this ac* and for carrying

purposes, available until expended. 
Within sixty days after the close of 
each fiscal year ‘the secretary of 
agriculture shail determine what 
part, if any, of the sums theretofore 
deducted for such purposes will not 
be needed and apportion such part, 
if any, for the fiscal year then cur- 
rent in the same manner and on the 
same basis as are other amounts 
authorized by this act apportion- 
ed among all the states, and shall 
certify such apportionment to the 
secretary of the treasury and to the 
state highway departments. The 
secretary of agriculture, after mak- 
ing the deduction authorized by this 
section, shall apportion the remain- 
der of the appropriation for each 


fiscal year among the several states 
in the following manner: One-third 
in the ratio which area of each 
state bears to the total area of all 
the state; one-third in the ratio 
which the population of each state 
bears to the total population of al! 
the state, as shown by the latest 
available federal census; one- third 
in the ratio which the mileage of 
rural delivery routes and star 
routes in each state bears to the 
total mileage of rural delivery and 
star routes in al] the states, at the 
close of the next preceding fiscal 
year, as shown by the certificate of 
the postmaster-general, which he is 
directed to make and furnish an- 
nualiy to the secretary of agricul- 
ture: Provided, that no state com- 
plying with the provisions of this 
act shall receive less than one-half 
of one per centum of the total sum 
apportioned among the states for 
each fiscal year. 

The submission of project surveys 
is provided for in practically the 
same manner as the present law, 
except—and this is of keen impor- 
tance as dealing with maintenance 
—"‘that the secretary of agriculture 
shall approve only such projects 
as may be substantial in charac- 
ter, and the expenditure of funds 
hereby authorized shall be applied 
only to such improvements: Ana 
provided further, that he shall] not 
approve any projects in any state 
until said state shall provide a 
state fund adequate for the main- 
tenance of federal aid roads 
and by law shall place said main- 
tenance work under the direct. con- 
trol of the state highway depart- 
ment: Provided, further that in any 
State w! re the existing constitu- 
tion will not permit a state fund 
for maintenance, the secretary of 
agriculture shall continue to ap- 
prove projects for said state until 
three years after the adjournment 
of the first regular session of the 
legislatue from and after the ap- 
proval of this act; provided funds 
for maintenance are appropriated 
or provided by the civil sub-divi- 
sion of the state and expended un- 
der the direct control of the state 
highway department.” 

In this further connection the 
re provision is most impor- 
tant: 

Duty of State. 


“To maintain the rural post roads 
constructed under the provisions of 
this act shall be the duty of the 
states. If at any time the secre- 
tary of agriculture shal] find that 
any road in any state constructed 
under the provisions of this act is 
not being properly maintained he 
shall give notice of such fact to 
the highway department of such 
state, and if within 100 days from 
the receipt of said notice said road 
has not been put in a proper con- 
dition of maintenance by the state 
highway department then the sec- 
retary of agriculture shall there- 
after refuse to approve any project 
for road construction in said state 
until such road has been put in a 
condition of proper maintenance,

“General conditions in the shoe 
trade throughout the entire coun- 
try are growing better and there is 
not a single thing that susgests 
that there will be any recession in 
our business within the near fu- 
ture,” he said.

Washington, June 7.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—The admin- 
istration’s program for a _ bigger 
army was opposed this after- 
noon, in the senate, when Senator 
Thomas E. Watson, of Georgia, took 
part in the debate on the army bill, 
providing for an appropriation of 
$355,000,000 and a minimum army 
of 170,000 in time of peace. 

The provision for 170,00 strength 
finally carried, however, by a mar- 
gin of four votes. 

Senator Watson said that the only 
purpose of such a huge military es- 
tablishment was to intimidate the 
jaboring people of this country and 
make them the peons of powerful 
interests. 

Arraigns Republicans. 

The Georgia senator spoke at 
length against the bill, severely ar- 
raigning republican leaders for 
abandoning their promises to the 
people during the last campaign, and 
informing them that they would 


nave to face the people again at a 
date none too soon... He declared 
‘hat it was very evident that the 
administration had no fixed policy 
except that of spending money, and 
instead of cutting expenditures, as 
promised in last year’s elections,

TO TULSA NEGROES 


Tulsa,-Okla., June 7.—The first 
step toward prosecution of alleged 
leaderg of the race riots and sub- 
sequent burning of the negro dis- 
trict here last week with a cost 
of thirty-two lives, was taken today 
with the filing of charges against 
K. B. Stratford, negro, and former 


hotel proprietor, and ihree other 
negroes, none of whom is in custody. 
They are charged with rioting. 
Extradition papers for Stratford, 
who is in Independence, Kan., 
were forwarded by the county at- 
torney to Governor Robertson, who 
was asked to make a requisition on 
Governor*Allen, of Kansas, for the 
return of the negro. Stratford has 
refused to return to Tulsa. 
Instructions for the grand jury 
called to convene Wednesday were 
being prepared today by District 
Judge Riddison. The state investi- 
gation was expected to get under 
way tomorrow under the direction 
of S&S. P. Freeling, attorney-general. 
Another angle of what led up to 
the first shooting. last Tuesday 
night developed today when Tolly 
Elliott, proprietor of the largest 
negro store in Tulsa, declared at 
a meeting of the ministerial alli- 
ance that he telephoned Mayor 
Evans at 9 o’clock that evening that 
an excited crowd was gathering in 
the negro quarter. He asserted that 
Mayor Evans replied he was fully 
in touch with the situation through 
the police department, and that the 
police had the situation well in 
hand.

Approximately one-third of the

Washington, June 7.—Help of a 
federal government will be extend- 
ed to flood sufferers in Pueblo. 
The senate late Tuesday rushed 
through a _ resolution offered ‘by 
Senator Phipps, of Colorado, au- 
thorizing the war department to use 
its facilities in providing relief. 
Leaders promise prompt action in 


the house. 

The resolution does not carry an 
appropriation, although it had 
originally been planned to ask for 
$1,000,000. Senators Phipps ex- 
plained that it was impossible at 
this time to ascertain how much 
will be required. Phipps, with Sen- 
ator Nicholson and Representative 
Hardy, discussed the situation in 


Pueblo with Presidenf Harding be- 
fore the resolution ‘was introduced, 
and was assured that the war depart- 
ment is in position to be of i e- 
diate assistance. Tents, food from 
army stores, medical supplies and 
cots will be sent to the stricken 
area. 

The National Red Cross, follow- 
ing theappeal for aid by President 
Harding, has instructed all chapters 
to send immediately to Pueblo the 
contributions which they receive. 


Pueblo, Colo. June 7.—(United 
News.)—Pueblo is burying its dead. 

This is the final act of the trage- 
dy that followed the flood waich 
took half a hundred lives and 
caused property damage here esti- 
mated at more than $15,000,000, was 
the reason for the only break in 
the work of salvaging the remains 
of what once was a prosperous 
business, section of the city. 

Even the burial ceremony at- 
tracted for only a‘moment, for 
the workers: are digging and haul- 
ing away debris in feverish haste 
to prevent spread of disease and 
added names to the lists of dead. 

Corteges, in each case consisting 
of a black hearse and one automo- 
bile load of mourners, passed on 
to the North Side and Odd Fellows’ 
eemeteries regularly throughout the 
afternoon and night. 

At the same time searchers for 
missing friends and relatives were 
passing through the morgues. 
There were few tears, and little 
outward show of grief, for Pueblo 
is now working to aid the 60,000 
living persons withinMts limits who, 
are all, in some measure, stricken 
rby the catastrophe. rs 

Known dead from Friday’s flood 
in Pueblo totaled fifty-five today 
when three additional] bodies were 
recovered. Early today forty-two 
bodies were at the morgues and ten 
had been recovered on the St. 
Charles Mesa. 

A committee of real estate men 
today estimated the property dam- 
agein Rueblofrom the flood at be- 
tween fifteen million and twenty 
million dollars. This damage was 
an appraisal of the buildings and 
contents,

Young Stribling, of Macon, and 
Dick Leonard, of Savannah, two 


clean-limbed, deep-chested, young 
warriors who have to g0 several 
years before they can cast their 
sovereign ballots, renewed their dis- 
pute ag to which is the best feather- 
weight in Georgia at Walk Miller’s 
Business Men’s Athletic club last 
night.

!People Are Told 
To BuyCoal Now, 
Or Face Shortage 


In a recent official statement 
issued by C. H. Markham, president 


of the Illinois Central railroad sys- 
tem, he asserts that he confidently 
anticipates a serious coal shortage 
throughout the country unless con- 
sumers begin immediately moving 
coal in large volumes. “We are 
semerging from a serious business 
depression,” he declared, “and with- 
in a‘very few months the railways 
will be taxed to their capacity in 
handligg traffic other than coal. 
The time to commence transporta- 
tion of coal is now.” 

Mr. Markham takes the view that 
there is grave danger in the near 
future of another coal panic, unless 
prompt action Ye taken. As presi- 
dent of one of the largest coal- 
omg roads of the middle west, 
he said he considered it his duty 
to issue the warning to the general 
publie. 

“The coal-carrying equipment of 
the railroads is sufficient to handle 
a large evenly-balanced coal ton- 
nage,’ the official statement read, 
“put if dealers and consumers fai] 
to take advantage of the present 
opportunity to lay in fall and winter 
supplies, and another coal shortage 
eventuates, the public in fairness 
certainly will not attach the blame 
to the operators and railways. More 
than 255,000 open top cars are now 
standing idle on the side tracks of 
railways.” 

The hope was expressed ‘that 
dealers and consumers had not for- 
gotten the lessons taught by recent 
coal shortages, particularly the one 
in 1920. It was pointed out that 
the sudden throwing of _a heavy 
coal tonnage on the railways would 
not only overtax their capacities, 
but would overtax the coal mine 
operators, probably resulting im 
higher prices for coal.

NEW ORLEANS STEADY 
DURING TWO PERIODS 


New Orleans, June 7.—There were 
two distinct periods of steadiness 
in the trading in cotton today, one 
in the early Session and the other 
in the late session. Covering by 
shorts put prices higher in the early 
hours, while sensational claims of 
boll weevil infestation, both west 
and east of the Mississippi river, 
put them up in the late trading. 
Around mid-session the market was 
inclined to sag because of a favor- 
able view of weather conditions over 
the belt. The close was at net 
gains of 17 to 22 points with July 
at 12.12. 

The covering movement among 
shorts was stimulated by aggressive 
buying by Liverpool interests on this 
side of the water. The English 
market stood better than due when 
the local market opened, but this 
was looked upon as natural in view 
of the recent extreme weakness of 
sterling exchange. The good cables 
helped to make a hither opening and 
soon afterwards the demand from 
shorts commenced to be felt, the 
market rising 19 to 22 points. 

The demand finally became filled 
up and offerings increased because 
of the showers in drouthy portions 
of the western belt with the result 
that practically all of the gains 
were lost. A little later Texas com- 
menced to talk about the prevalence 
of the weevil, Waco claiming that 
the pest was more numerous than 
ever before known in the month of 
June while Alabama and Mississippi

ON COTTON SITUATION 


New Orleans, June 7.—(Special.)—Addi- 
tional beneficial rains fell in the western 
and céntral portions of the belt, heaviest 
Where most needed in north, northwest and 
west Texas, making it likely for tomorrow's 
weekly weather and crop government review 
to be favorable. — 

However, the most important feature in 
connection with the market at present is the 
British labor situation, and if the Lanca- 
shire textile strike or the British coal strike 
is settled soon, other factors in the market 
a probably be ignored for the time be- 
ng. 
Kventually, perhaps sooner than generally 
expected, the weevil, because of the small 
acreage and big decrease in the use of fer- 
tilizer, will probably exert much influence 
in shaping the future course of values, be- 
cause if they continue to multiply, as they 
are likely to, and become destructive, the 
damage therefrom may result in a very 
short crop. 

Meanwhile London advices that the new 
conference, of which the first session was 
held Monday, looking toward an agreement 
in the mfvers’ strike, will be continued to- 
day.

NEW U.S.NOTES 
PUT ON MARKET 
BY G. O. P. HEADS 


Washington, June 7.—Inaugura- 
tion of the administration’s poticy 
for refunding the major portion of 
the $7,500,000,000 short dated debt 
was annouced tonight by Seeretary 
Mellon with a combin®® offering of 
$500,000,000 of three year 5 3-4 per 
cent treasury notes and one year 
5 1-2 per cent treasury certificates, 
both dated .June 15. 

The notes, which will constitute 
an entirely new form of govern- 
ment security, will not be subject 
to call for redemption before ma- 
turity and will be acceptable in pay- 
ment of income and profits taxes 
within six months before maturity. 
Bearer notes, unregistered, with in- 
terest coupons attached, will be is- 
sued in denominations of $100, $500 
$1,000, $5,000. $10,000 and $5.000. 
The tax exemption features will be 
similar to those of treasury certi- 
ficates. 

As explained by the 
his letter to congress last April, 
the treasury expects to reduce bv 
about $1,000,000,000 the short-dated 
debt consisting of victory notes, 
treasury certifi-ates, Pittman act 
and special issues and war savings 
securities. The remaining amount 
then outstanding of more than $¢.- 
000,000,000, he declared, would have 
to be refunded.

$4,371.92. That is $371.92 more than 
the governor of Tennessee. Isn't 
that so, governor?” 

Ex-Governor Hooper, of Tennes- 
see, now a member of the railroad 
boarg& nodded affirmatively. 
“Many of our Presbyterian min- 
isters, paid $1,600 annually, get less 
than one-half of the wages of yard- 
masters and passenger agents. High 
school principals in Nashville, 
Tenn., get $250 a month, compared 
to $305 a month for yardmasters. 
“High school teachers at Padu- 
cah, Ky., Huntsville, Va., and Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn., receive $125 to $148 
a month, while blacksmiths on our 
road get $185.51, switchmen 
$188.56. 

Over Professors’ Pay. 

“Full professors at Vanderbilt 
university receive $3,750 qa year. At 
the University of. Tennessée they 
get $2,684, and at reorgia Tech 
$3,600. Why, our conductor on our 
Rome branch, eighteen miles long, 
gets $5,735.88 a year, and the bag- 
gagemen make more than assistant 
professors and instructors. 

“The engineer on the Rome 
branch gets $5,997.04, and supreme 
court judges of Tennessee get $5,- 
500, while the negro flagmen and 
porters on the Columbta-Decherd 
branch get $3,146.40—$146.40 more 
than the district attorn¢y of Ten- 
nessee,”” 

Solicitor Hall, before he _  con- 
cluded, asked the board to increase 
the pending 12 per cent wage cut 
to 20 ner cent. and thus to wipe out 
the $600,000,000 increase granted 
employees a year ago, July.
